I HATE honour to submit the statistics of the Begistration Department 
of the proyince of Assam, together with the one Proyincial and four Imperial state" 
meuts. 

2. Mr. A. B. Edwa|^ was in charge of the Department till the 25th April 
1915. I was in charge for the remainder of the year. 

8. A new ojBdoe at Sukhair in the district .of Sylhet was opened ezperimpt^y 
during the year under report. The experiment, in the Assam Valley Dividon, 
of converting the heavier ex-officio office into whole-time Sab-Begistry offices has 
been succesdul ; and, as a residt, proposals for the permanent retention of the whole- 
time Sub-Begistiy office at Jorhat have already been sanctioned. The case of Gauhati 
has now been taken up, and proposals for making it permanent are now being sub- 
mitted to the Local Administration. In the Surma Valley, Goffaingbat Sub- 
Begistry office has been made permanent, and proposals for making the Thtdcurban 
Sub-Begistty office permanent are now under the consideration of the Local Admi- 
nistration. The District Begistrar has recently recommended that the newly- 
opened Sub-Begistiy office at Sukhair, too, be retained permanently. The number 
and constitution of the offices at the end of tl^ie year were as follows

The temporary office at Gauripar was discontinued from the 81st March 1915, 
and has not been included in the above statement. 

Thus it will be seen that there has been no net increase in the number of 
registration offices, although a new office was opened in the Surma Valley Dividon 
during the year. 

4. The total number of deeds registered in the province during the year under 
report was as 90,089 as against 88,109 in 1914, the increase being 1,980, or 2'24 per 
cent. This does not compare favourably with last year ; the unfavourable result 
was mainly due to a decrease of 1,290 documents in the district of Oachar. The 
District B^trar, Oachar, attributes the decrease partly to heavy floods and partly 
to the gradual termination of survey and mttlement operations. In ihe compulsory 
dass of registrations there was an increase of 2,021, which was generally distdbuted 
over all the several sub-heads except sub-head “ instruments of lease (other tlmn 
of perpetual leases), ” under which there was a decrease of 1,199. This to a certain 
esdtent is due to the fact that the Gauiipur Sub-Begistry office hms been abolished. 

“The District Begistrar, Goalpara, has reported that in the course of the previous 
year, numerous leases were rostered in the Gauiipur office on account of the periodic 
resettlement of the Gauripur zamindari. After the conclusion d resettlement opera- 
tions, the Gauripur registration office was abolished on the 31st March 1916 : to this 
may be attributed the decrease in the number of leases registered during the current 
year”. 



has besn a decrease of 847 de^ ijiiidez the head “ Optionai xe^traiioiii 
rdaiiDg to unmoTahle property/’ to which* the decrease under sab-head" Oth^ 
instruments roistered under section 18 ” contributed very largely. This wasmaihlis 
distributed oTer the districts of Oachar and Sylhet. 

5. The total receipts of the department rose from Bs. 1,09,650 to Bs. 1,11,036, 
an increase of 1’35 per cent. 

6. The total expenditure amounted to Bs. 64,138 as against Bs. 62,160 last 

year. There was a fall of Bs. 820 in the Assam Valley districts owing to the abo* 
lition of commission to Sub-Begistrars. 

7. Ihiring the year under report one person was brought to trial by the Sub- 
Begistraxof Lakhipur for an onence under the^Begistration Act. The offence wai 
false personation* The accused was convicted and fined Bs. 26.
